Dear Jim: 

I can make a "stab'' at it, ..but you might 
not like it. 

First of all, the TARDIS "can" move 
through solid matter. This is precisely 
one of the reasons why a course must 
be set. In setting these coordinates, the 
TARDIS must also recognize and set the 
time factor in as well. You see. time is 
the fourth dimension of our universe 
that can be moved through just as we 
move through space. Imagine, if you 
will, a horizontal line (which will repre- 
sent space) intersecting with a vertical 
line (which will represent time), Now 
draw an "X" that intersects with the 
space/time lines (which will represent 
the speed of light and the boundaries 
of our travel). You have now created a 
diagram of two cones, the lower being 
the past and the upper, of course, 
representing the future.

We at Whoquarters would like to ex- 
press our condolences to the family 
and friends of the late, great Robert 
Holmes. Shortly before he began work 
on the final, most important episode 
( # 14) of the new (23rd) season, Mr. 
Holmes was admitted to Stoke 
Mandeville Hospital. He had been suf- 
fering from liver problems. As is com- 
mon with this type of ailment, his con- 
dition deteriorated rapidly and he 
went into a coma. On Saturday, May 
24th, Robert Holmes died peacefully, 
He was buried on May 30th near his 
hometown of Akeley in Buckingham, 
Funeral services were held at St, Ed- 
munds Church at Maidsmorton. 

Although Doctor Who fans will 
remember Robert Holmes as the most 
profilic and perhaps the finest of all the 
Doctor Who writers, he wrote andbr 
contributed to scores of television pro- 
grams and plays. The list is huge, 
however we Americans probably 
wouldn't recognize most of the pro- 
grams. It will be from Doctor Who that 
we will remember Robert Holmes, 
stories like "The Two Doctors," “The 
Caves of Androzani," "The Talons of 
Weng Chiang," and "Pyramids of 
Mars," The list goes on and on.. .back 
nearly two decades to 1968 when he 
wrote his first Doctor Who story, 'The 
Krotons" Holmes not only wrote (or co- 
authored) some fifteen stories for Doc- 
tor Who but he also was regarded as 
a brilliant script editor! (He held that 
position for Tom Baker's first twenty-one 
stories.) We have not seen all of the 
Robert Holmes stories. In fact, as this 
newsletter drifts somewhere in the U.S, 
mail, his last story, "Mysterious Planet," 
will be aired for the first time in the 
United Kingdom.

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As we have had some inquiries lately 
about what's happened to Tom Baker, 
we are letting you know about a few 
things Tom has done since leaving the 
series. It's worth noting here that there 
is, in fact, a good fan club called "The 
Friends of Tom Baker" (see classified 
ads); we recommend it for the most 
complete updates on Tom Baker and 
his career. 

Although he hasn't done much in the 
motion picture industry (which is weak 
right now in the United Kingdom), he 
has appeared in several plays. Tom 
played Oscar Wilde in Peter Coe's pro- 
duction of "Feasting with Ftinthers" at 
the Chichester Festival in May 1981. In 
December of 1981 he played at the 
Mermaid Theatre as long John Silver in 
"Treasure Island." In May of 1982, Tom 
portrayed Judge Brack in Henrik Ibsen's 
"Hedda GabTer" presented at the 
Cambridge Theatre. He then went on 
tour with the Royal Shakespearean 
Company in Willy Russell's "Educating 
Rita" (September 1982 - March 1983). 
Continuing on tour (only now with the 
National Theatre), he played Mr, Hard- 
castle in Oliver Goldsmith's "She Stoops 
to Conquer" from September 1984 to 
May 1985. Finally, in Oc- 
tobet/November of 1985, he played 
Sherlock Holmes AND Professor Moriar- 
ty at the Gate Theatre in Dublin, Ireland 
in Hugh Leonard's 'The Mask of Moriar- 
ty." 

Along with his theatrical work, Tom 
Baker has appeared in some seven 
television series since leaving Doctor 
Who. His first appearance was, in fact, 
as Sherlock Holmes in the BBC's pro- 
duction of "The Hound of the Basker- 
villes" He then went to work for Thames 
TV in 1983 in “Jemima Shore In- 
vestigates; Doctor Ziegler's Casebook" 
where he played Dr. Norman Ziegler. 
Not wanting to show partiality to British 
televison, Tom played Sir Guy de 
Gisbourne in a silly CBS television 
movie called "The Zany Adventures of 
Robin Hood" (1983), Switching to NBC 
and the role of a villain (Antole 
Blaylock) he appeared in an episode 
of Remington Steele in 1984, Disap- 
pointed that Hollywood and New York 
could not recognize his talents, Tom 
went back to England in 1984anddid 
the introductions to a series of stories 
about children in different countries: 
"Under the Same Sky" (BBC). He then 
did the narration for a story written by 
Ted Hughes called "Jackanory; The 
Iron Man" (BBC). Finally, in 1985, Tom 
played Captain Rum in the BBC pro- 
duction of "Blackadder 11" where he 
drew great reviews, 

Baker's career started in the Fifties 
reading poetry at The Partisan Cafe in 
Soho for only six shilling, six pence per 
evening. He's played many parts in his 
life and, as most will agree, was 
absolute magic in Doctor Who.

My connection with Doctor Who 
started as long ago as ’The Gun- 
fighters" in which my mother, Lynda 
Baron, can be heard singing a western 
style song, Around the same time she 
was starring in cabaret in London 
where Gary Downie (production 
manager and author of 'The Doctor 
Who Cookbook") was dancing with 
her; Gary met me at the tender age of 
two. At that age little was I to know how 
important the show was to become to 
me. 

After leaving college, I worked in the 
theatre on many plays and pan- 
tomimes, one of which starred Jon Pert- 
wee (and my mother!). Jon was one of 
the ugly sisters and my mother was 
Prince Charming. Jon took my mother 
and me to a Doctor Who day in 
Blackpool and I remember being 
amazed at the huge following it had at 
the time 

1 joined the BBC, as a trainee, six years 
ago. I was taught office skills and basic 
television and radio production. After 
that time alt members of the course 
were placed in jobs, anything from 
television or radio to personnel or 
management. I was very lucky to get 
the only television job available at that 
time, which was second secretary on 
Doctor Who. I then worked on several 
other television programmes and the 
national pop radio station - Radio One 
Then the Doctor Who production 
secretary post became available and 
I applied for it. I was delighted to be 
chosen; John Nathan-Turner and I had 
worked together before and got on so 
well, it couldn't have been better. 

My unofficial title (which John made 
up) was "everybody's aunty." Really 
because everyone connected with the 
show in any capacity woula pop in or 
call me to sort out the queries they had. 

I worked with John, but as the pro- 
gramme was terribly busy I really was 
my own boss; John trusted me with 
numerous minor decisions. I think I on- 
ly made one mistake— which I won't go 
into now! Because the show was so 
busy. I often got deputised by John and 
Eric Saward. For John I might do 
anything from talking to the press to 
answering his mail and queries or infor- 
ming the head of our department of 
programme happenings, And for Eric, 
I might end up taking script changes 
or following the script very carefully at 


producer's runs (which is the final 
rehearsal before going into the 

studio). 

The duties of my job were 
numerous; anyone who wanted 
to speak to John had to come 
through me first. The biggest 
part of my job was organising: 
anything from photo calls or meetings 
to supervising visits to the Doctor Who 
set and accompanying all kinds of 
visitors from children to Doctor Who fan 
club members or MF's, During one visit 
I shall never forget, I was showing a 
family around the set and they got so 
involved in what was going on that 
when their little girl fainted they took no 
notice at all. 

As all enquiries about the programme 
came through me, I had to become 
very aware of the process a pro- 
gramme goes through technically, This 
made it very different from most 
secretarial jobs. 

One area which took up a great deal 
of my time was my position as liaison 
with BBC Enterprises. I might work with 
BBC Records, Merchandising, home 
video or photo sales, eta A good 
knowledge of the history of the pro- 
gramme was vital. 

The massive amount of fan mail, often 
hundreds of letters per day, was also 
given to me to organise. I couldn't 
answer it myself, much of the time, as I 
wouldn't have had time for anything 
else! However, I had part-time help from 
a lovely lady named Carmel. 

I spent a lot of time as liaison with the 
official fan clubs spread all over the 
world. This meant I got involved with the 
organisation of conventions. I was often 
a guest at many English conventions 
and at four American ones. I must ad- 
mit l found the American ones most en- 
joyable as there were so many events 
organised. I would do panels, judge 
contests, sign autographs and 
general ly mingle with the fans. This was 
also useful for John, if I travelled with 
him, as we could also do programme 
business while we were away. 



Of course I worked with many of the ac- 
tors and actresses who appeared in 
the show. In fact, many of them are very 
close friends! i worked with all of the 
Doctors apart from William Hartnell 
and with numerous assistants. Don't ask 
me to choose my favorite— it's impos- 
sible I have never met a band of such 
loyal and lovely people, they were tru- 
ly lovely to work with. In fact, when I 
recently temporarily left the show to 
train as an assistant floor manager, 
John organised a surprise party for me 
and they all turned up: Colin Baker, 
Peter Davison, Patrick Troughton, An- 
thony Ainley, Nicholas Courtney, Nicola 
Bryant, Sarah Sutton, Bonnie Langford, 
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Janet Fielding and many directors to 
mention but a few. I was flab- 
bergasted, but it just goes to show what 
lovely people they really are. I had lots 
of surprises at the party including a 
wonderful display of flowers from Gail 
Bennett. Jean Airey, Laurie Haldeman 
and friends; it was a very special day. 

As John was a producer, he was often 
invited to opening night at theatres 
and special events, so a glamorous 
wardrobe was part of the job because 
1 would often accompany him. We 
went to many events including a 
special celebrity recording of a televi- 
sion programme with Joan Rivers (one 
of our favorite comediennes)! 

The temporary cancellation of the pro- 
gramme must have been the most 
unpleasant time I spent on the show (I 
really can't think of another). It was 
quite a shock, but thankfully it was 
resolved. At the time, we were inun- 
dated with calls from the press, actors 
who had been in the show, fans from 
home and abroad and the general 
public. In fact, we had to have the cal is 
intercepted so important calls could 
be put through. For the first few days 
after the news broke, John, Eric and I 
spent the whole time answering call 
after call. One very heartwarming 
thing that happened was as soon as 
they heard the news, Colin Baker and 
Patrick Troughton came in to see us 
and ended up answering phones as 
well. No one was more pleased than 
we when they reversed the decision. 

One event that certainly was not a duty 
of a production secretary took place 
on the 18th of June 1985 when Colin 
Baker, John, Eric and I parachuted! We 
"jumped" as the Doctor Who team to 
raise money for the Red Devils so they 
might buy a new plane (they raise a 
great deal of money for charily). We all 
spent several hours the previous day in 
a gym where we were taught to fall in 
just about every position possible. We 
started the day with a run, which was 
exhausting enough, and then entered 
the gym where they fatigued us some 
more and then went into the classroom 
to learn what to do if we fell in water, in 
trees or on roofs or roads. Just when we 
thought we could go home, they sent 
us back to the gym for another session 
of torture! We then went home and 
prepared our minds for the day to 
come. Thankfully it was a hugh success. 
Unfortunately, I broke a toe, but it was 
well worth it and Colin, John, Eric and 
I all felt a bit like 007! Sadly for you the 
event was not recorded on film, I'm sure 
you would have been amused if not 
amazed. 

Something else I was very much in- 
volved with was the pantomime 
"Cinderella." I was John's assistant. It 
starred Colin Baker as Buttons, Nicola 
Bryant as Cinderella, Anthony Ainley as 
Baron Hardup, Jacqueline Pearce as 
the fairy and Mary Tamm. This was a lot 
of hard work, but a Iso a lot of fun, it was 
great to work with the actors on 
something totally different. I only hope 
one day the pantomime will come to 
America when you will all be able to 
see it. 

I suppose that I should end up working 
in show business was almost inevitable 
as I come from a theatrical family. My 
father, John Lee, is a musician and my 
mother an actress, Lynda Baron, alias 
"Captain Wrack." 

Finally, I would like to say "thank you" 
to all my colleagues and Doctor Who 
friends, especially John Nathan-Turner, 
for making my career such a happy 
and interesting one. And a quick hello 
to all of you whom I haven't seen for 
some months. I look forward to seeing 
you when I'm again on the show.

In the beginning, Davros created the 
Daleks, He created them in his own im- 
age. Or so the story says. But Time plays 
tricks of Its own, As far as Doctor Who is 
concerned: In the beginning were the 
Daleks. Terry Nation's creations made 
an astonishing impact in Britain in the 
Sixties, achieving cuit status and were 
engendered into all manner of mer- 
chandise and related paraphernalia. 
Their original TV manifestations were 
very much alive creatures— brilliant, if 
devious scientists, housed inside 
machine units that afforded them the 
mobility that their mutated form 
denied them. Nevertheless, it was the 
extremism of their character that the 
Dalek-obsessed public seized on. On 
further appearances in Doctor Who, 
alien Dalek intelligence began to be 
eclipsed by the Dalek mania for 
ruthless extermination. The public got 
what they thought they wanted. David 
Whitaker's two remarkable stories in- 
volving Patrick Troughton's Doctor, ‘The 
Rower of the Daleks" and ‘The Evil of the 
Daleks" did much to restore to the 
creatures their enquiring minds. In fact, 
the monsters gained a chilling sar- 
casm, underlining their arrogant 
superiority over the humans they 
presumed to tyrranise. Only the Doctor 
showed himself to be equally in- 
telligent. Miserably, these two stories 
are presumed lost. 

Although the Daleks have reappeared 
in several highly entertaining stories, 
the shrewd intelligence has given way 
to single mindedness again: conquer 
andtor destroy It was inevitable that 
there would have to be a new injection 
of thought into their character if they 
could continue, Terry Nation turned to 
the Daleks' roots and in a fitting tem- 
poral paradox, the Daleks spawned 
their own creator, 

From his own Genesis, Davros is the 
ultimate Dalek, wily, egocentric, an in- 
sanely daring scientist; but the Daieks 
he created and seeks endlessly to im- 
prove can never be perfect, in his need 
to perpetuate himself, he has imbued 
them only with qualities that he 
believes to be his own strengths. 
Possessed by Davros's own incredible 
ego, the Daleks inevitably turned on 
their maker. They wreak havoc in their 
quest to become the ultimate power in 
the Universe; but victory is always 
rested from their grasp, frequently at 
the hands of the Doctor, it seems that 
the Daleks cannot complete their 
Destiny without Davros. By the end of 
“Resurrection of the Daleks," the third 
Davros story, events have reached a 
new impasse. The Dalek race is in 
decline, it seems. After their second at- 
tempt to rescue, or at least capture 
Davros for their own ends, the Daleks 
now regard their creator as an enemy, 
He has also been forced to realise that 
his own errant race has outgrown him; 
but Davros knows that a God is not a 
God without someone to worship him. 
He must begin again.,. 

“Revelation of the Daleks" is officially 
Eric Saward's fourth story for Doctor 
Who, and his second Davros story; it ex- 
hibits most of the traits of his earlier 
works. Saward seems happiest when 
he can take existing ideas and ex- 
pand on them. This sounds dangerous- 
ly like plagiarism, and if “Resurrection 
of the Daleks" and the Cyberman story 
“Earthshock" (and Paula Moore's ‘At- 
tack of the Cybermen") do not always 
contain totally original material, their 
storylines always carry the viewer for- 
ward with a relentless momentum. 
While "Revelation" exhibits this last vir- 
tue in abundance, something also 
seems to have happened to Eric 
Saward's style It is more relaxed and 
assured, and a grisly wit has emerged, 
which suggests a new force at work.. . a 
syndrome that the Doctor might well 
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describe as “Holmeshock." Eric Saward 
has professed that the Robert Holmes/ 
Tom Baker story ‘The Talons of Weng 
Chiang" is one of his favourites; and in 
his capacity as Script Editor, he has 
now worked on two of Robert Holmes's 
scripts, a fact which shows. Until now, 
Saward's stories have been frequently 
composed ot a stream of skillfully con- 
trived plot devices, The plot of "Revela- 
tion" rises largely from the characters 
involved rather than fitting them in as 
perfunctory accessories to the action 
sequences. They are Holmesian, even 
Dickensian, creations, each with an 
obsession, few of them likeable, yet 
each of them very fallible As in most 
Saward stories, most of them are 
doomed. 

The planet Necros is the home of Tran- 
quil Repose, an organisation founded 
on the ill-starred concept that “hope 
springs eternal in the human breast," 
Human, however, is a very parochial 
term. On Necros, the terminally sick 
can pay to be laid to rest in suspend- 
ed animation, until such time as a cure 
fortheir particular malady is found. To 
all intents and purposes, these glorified 
undertakers appear to offer an ideal 
defence against the Spectre of Death, 
but things are far from healthy in the 
catacombs beneath Tranquil 
Reposes's own vaults. Tranquil Repose 
is under new management. Davros 
has wormed his way into society on 
Necros and is already planning his 
revenge on the Universe. 

Necros must seem like a holiday camp 
to Davros. He has unlimited resources 
of "living" tissue on which to experi- 
ment; purely in the cause ot curing 
disease, of course. His revered work has 
already earned him the title. Great 
Healer. If his experiments should pro- 
duce a few “side effects," no one will 
dare to compiain, He needs assistants 
to further his work and a Dalek farm is 
the most reliable source of help he 
knows. Furthermore, with the Galaxy in 
desperate need of food, the supplies 
of high protein concentrate that he 
can provide to the synthetic food plant, 
based close by on Necros, will ensure 
him a steady source of income. As the 
industry relies increasingly on him, so 
the tighter he can squeeze it for fiscal 
resources, 

This is the old Davros of the "Genesis" 
days. The deformed Machiavellian 
trickster, who stoops to any depth to fur- 
ther his own plans and humiliate 
everything he despises in creation. The 
protein concentrate is inevitably 
human in origin. Man is devouring 
Man. Davros has become the new 
Sweeney Todd. He has also escaped a 
fate that frequently befalls old 
characters when they reappear on 
Doctor Who. Instead of paling into a 
shadow of his former seif, Davros, after 
the near disastrous “Destiny of the 
Daleks," has developed into an adver- 
sary infinitely more deadly than the 
now over-preened, ultra-smooth, 
chuckling Master. In fact. Eric Saward 


has expanded his evil genius's 
character with a grotesque sense of 
humour as he plays with his unwitting 
human puppets. This is enhanced by 
Terry Molloy's outstanding perfor- 
mance. The BBC has established a fine 
tradition of actors whose main work is 
in radio drama, and Doctor Who has 
often drawn on this resource, Before 
working in television, Eric Saward wrote 
a number of radio plays and Terry 
Molloy appeared in most of them. 
When Molloy was first chosen to take 
over as Davros in "Resurrection," he 
spent considerabie time listening to 
tapes of M ichael Wisher i n the original 
story. The result is often uncannily close 
to the original. Even when he reap- 
pears (or virtually disappears) as a 
masked, disembodied head in a 
swivelling dome, Molloy creates a 
menacing presence. This is where the 
radio actor's training comes into its 
own. He is the spider at the centre of 
the web, seeing and knowing 
everything and ready to ture the Doc- 
tor's metaphorical fly into his funeral 
parlour, 

After only one Doctor Who story to his 
credit, Director Graeme Harper came 
to "Revelation" with a considerable 
reputation. The acclaim he earned on 
Peter Davison's last story ‘The Caves of 
Androzani" was justified, but could it 
be repeated? Harper is a man 
prepared to take risks and impose a 
style on a production, where others 
with less imagination, may take a script 
as gospel. During recording, he fre- 
quently works with the actors on the 
studio floor and not from the control 
gallery. Hisairoffeverish enthusiasm is 
infectious and gets results, Saward's 
script describes the chamber where 
the President's wife is lying-in-state as 
clinically gleaming high-tech. Harper 
makes it a gilded shrine of peacock 
feathers and dark drapes. The result is 
atmospherically decadent and op- 
pressive. The claustrophobia heightens 
the inescapable fact that Davros is 
almost omnipresent. The risks that 
Harper takes with effects may not 
always work: the sequence changing 
levels in Tranquil Repose; Davros hover- 
ing over the crippled Orsini... Butwhen 
they do work: the mutant's hand 
emerging from under the pond water; 
Davros's ever vigilant camera wat- 
ching from above, they show Graeme 
Harper off as the most exciting and 
stylish director to work on Doctor Who 
for many years. 

If it seems odd to hardly mention the 
Doctor himself until now. this reflects in 
some sense, the one major fault in 
"Revelation." For the first half of the story, 
the Timelord is almost a secondary 
character. The truth is that Saward is far 
more interested in setting up the com- 
plex skullduggery going on in and 
around Tranquil Repose. The Doctor 
and Peri can find traces of Davros's mu- 
tant handiwork roaming the coun- 
tryside, and their progress is integral to 
the trap that Davros has prepared, but 
they scarcely matter in the main flow of 


events. The bizarre CU acts as a sort of 
Greek chorus, relaying the latest news, 
gossip and plot to his captive au- 
dience of suspended animation 
“dead" (us?). If most of the Doctor and 
Peri's journey from the TARDIS is a dou- 
ble act, then they have considerable 
rivalry already established on Necros, 
Most of the other characters fit into 
pairs. 

Opposing Davros is Kara, would-be 
controller of the Galaxy's food. Another 
megalomaniac of more refined 
methods, played with steely veneered 
grace by Eleanor Bron, She and her 
fawning but ingenious accountant, 
Vogel, presume to play a deadly 
chess game with Davros; but try as she 
might, Kara is only a pawn on Davros's 
board who can never become a 
queen. To rid herself of her tormentor, 
Kara hires an ageing mercenary 
assassin, Orsini, a fine world weary per- 
formance by William Gaunt. No con- 
ventional knight he but outcast from his 
order and wearing a faulty hydraulic 
leg. He shoulders an air of grim nobili- 
ly and finds the prospect of destroying 
an adversary as notorious as Davros a 
stirring challenge that harks back to 
the honourable days of his prime. Kill- 
ing is plainly a job like any other, but it 
sets Orsini and his grubby squire, 
Bostock, apart as objective judges of 
the society they serve. Their deep love 
and respect for one another is ge- 
nuinely touching. 

Closest under Davros's thrall are the 
outlandish characters of Jobef and 
Tasambeker. Chief Embalmer Jobel is 
an outrageously vain toady, complete 
with ill-fitting toupe Only too well aware 
and resentful of Davros's increasing 
control over business, he is loathe to 
give up the liberties his position allows 
him: he is a rampant womaniser 
Davros, as ever, is well aware of this 
fault, and is ready to use any weakness 
to deal with any threat. This is where the 
unfortunate Tasambeker fits in. The 
poor student nurse, dumpy and 
graceless, is prey to a sickness that 
suspended animation will never pro- 
duce a cure for. She suffers unrequited 
love for Jobel and is forced to endure 
all his blatant indiscretions regardless. 
Davros is the only person who “sym- 
pathises" with her plight, easily turning 
her jealous adoration of Jobel into 
hatred which leads to a murderous 
crime of passion. Just what Davros 
wants. Everywhere, he succeeds. Even 
the Doctor is well nigh powerless to 
resist. It is unclear how he hears of Ar- 
thur Stengos's “death nor how Davros 
knows that the two scientists were ac- 
quainted. Nevertheless, the news lures 
him and he is soon embroiled with 
Stengos's daughter Natasha and her 
sidekick Grigori, who have already un- 
covered more than they bargained for 
in the laboratories, including Stengos's 
mutating half-Dalek head. Even now 
Peri has more to do, coping ably with 
the lecherous Jobel, 

As events reach a climax, ail attempts 
to overthrow Davros flounder in one 
death after another. Once their com- 
pulsory confrontation&langing match 
is over, Davros looks all set to win and 
the Doctor to lose, but the Great Healer 
reckons once more without his own 
creations. The squad of Daleks, the 
originals from Skaro, summoned by two 
of Jobel's cronies, area clever twist. For 
once the Doctor does not have control 
over everything. As the Daleks storm in 
to seize Davros to stand trial under 
Dalek law, the story feels less contrived, 
more realistic; like a chapter of future 
history of which the Doctor is only a 
part. “Revelation" may welt not be last 
of the Davros stories, but next time we 
need a Dalek story with the creatures 
alone.

I 
would have loved to see her face!

Vicki lives in Vancouver. Washington 
and works in Portland, Oregon for on 
adoption agency. Aside from being a 
very nice and charming woman, she 
turned out to be the perfect first winner 
for our annual contest. She has forgot- 
ten more than I'll ever know about 
English tradition, English literature and 
British television and theatre. She ab- 
solutely dazzled the British celebs with 
her knowledge and made it extreme- 
ly easy to get Into and out of every 
situation that came up. Everyone loved 
being with her, including my wife, 
Joanne, and myself. She turned out to 
be a wonderful ambassador and ter- 
rific representative for both the Doctor 
Who Fan Club of America and 
American fans in general. The follow- 
ing is a day by day accounting of our 
trip 

We met Vicki Selander at Gatwick Air- 
port [outside of london) on Sunday 
morning (7 :45 a .m.], June 9th. The three 
of us (Vicki, Joanne and I) were ab- 
solutely exhausted from the trip but ex- 
cited nonetheless. Small world.. .while 
going through customs, I spotted a 
man named Witold K, a well- 
known Fblish artist living in America 
right next door to Whoquarters! We only 
had five or ten minutes fo chat as 
Witold was coming from Fbris and had 
to catch a flight back home to Denver. 

We caught the train to Victoria Station 
and a cab to our hotel, which was a 
real flea trap! After checking seven or 
eight hotefs in the area [while the girls 
waited in the sleazy little lobby), we 
decided to check into the hotel, for 
one night only, and spend some time 
looking for better accommodations 
after we had rested and freshened up. 
After we checked in, we took the 
underground (subway) back to Vic- 
toria to look for the British Tourist Bureau 
to help us find a better hotel. Alas, it 
was closed on Sunday: however, much 
to our good fortune, there was another 
agency open at Victoria catted, I 
believe, World Wide Reservations they 
not only found us a very nice hotel, but 
got us a super low room rate. Our new 
hotel would be the Vanderbilt Hotel at 
86 Cromwell Road, near Knightsbridge 
in london. Vicki's room was originally 
fifty-five pounds reduced to twenty 
pounds; our double was orginaily 
seventy pounds reduced to thirty 
pounds! If you're going to England, I 
suggest you contact these people. 
There company is called Concordia 
HTB, Ltd., Terminal House 52, Grosvenor 
Gardens, Victoria SW1W OAU, 
telephone 01-730-3467. There is a three 
pound charge for each room booked 
but it is well worth it. For the next several 
hours we learned all we could about 
how to ride the underground and went 
ail over london and wound up at the 
Three Kings Pub where Vicki and 
Joanne sampled fine English tea and 
1 the same with ales and lager. By 3:00 
pm., we went back to our hotel and 
took a nap. 

At 7:00 p,m. we awoke and freshened 
up and took a cab (those wonderful 
London cabs) to one of my favorite 
restaurants called Minon. It's a small 
Hungarian restaurant right across the 
street from Kensington Gardens (went 
to the palace to see Chuck and Di, but 
they were out). The timing was perfect 
(7:30 - 7:45 p.m,), no wait and a splen- 
did band (three gypsies) playing 
wonderfully romantic music (violin, 
bass and accordion). A splendid 
meal. Afterward, a magic walk 
through Kensington Gardens and 
Hyde Fdrk with all its swans, geese and 
magnificient statues and landmarks. 
By the time we reached the other side 
of the park and walked through the 
chic neighborhoods, we realized we 
were toaily lost! However, the English 
people are so friendly, we were guid- 
ed back to our hotel and settled in for 
the night.

Monday. June 9th: Got up and had a 
light breakfast and moved to the 
Vanderbilt: very nice, friendly and 
although the rooms aren't as large as 
American hotels, they were excep- 
tionally clean and beautiful, I had 
some business meetings to attend to at 
the BBC and agents to call on. Joanne 
and Vicki went to the Victoria and 
Albert Museum and then took a bus 
tour around london, That was good 
because they decided where we 
should go the rest of the week. 

That night we went to a wonderful play 
in the West End called “Stepping Out." 
We got the tickets through John 
Nathan-Turner's previous secretary, 
Sarah Lee. Her mother, Lynda Baron, 
was co-starring in the play and we had 
excellent seats. Afterward, we went 
back stage fo pay our respects to Lyn- 
da (she appeared in one Doctor Who 
story, "Enlightenment, '' as Captain 
Wrack). Well, she is an absolute 
scream, a dynamite woman, and mad 
as a hatter.. .simply wonderful. We ask- 
ed her out to dinner and she ac- 
cepted. We met at a famous spot call- 
ed Joe Alien's where the clientele is a 
Who's Who assortment of West End ac- 
tors and actresses as well as agents, 
etc, Had a great meaf (not too expen- 
sive) and talked, laughed, ate and 
drank and got generally crazy! After 
finding out we had a mutual love for 
jazz music, Lynda informed us that Bet- 
Carter was playing at Ronnie Scott's 
lub. I remembered hearing that Ron- 
nie Scott's was not only one of Tom 
Baker's hangouts but the number one 
hottest jazz club in Europe. We were off! 
Sparing the details.. .Ronnie Scott's was 
very expensive and (if you can afford 
it and love jazz) very worth it, Betty 
Carter is a dream who sings like an 
angel. We stayed until 3:00 in the mor- 
ning and, needless to say, ! missed my 
8:00 a.m. meeting by a long shot! 

Tuesday, June 10th: A blurr of torrid 
shopping and a couple of fuzzy 
meetings! Went to the incredible Tate 
Galleries, a museum worth at leastlwo 
or three days (right down the street from 
our hotel). Harrod's was the most in- 
credible store I've ever been to, carry- 
ing everything from fine exquisite foods 
to racks of Burberry coats. In- 
describable store! I went to nearly 
every store in Knightbridge: Liberty and 
Next to name a couple. We hopped a 
double decker to a store that Peter

Davison shops at called Hyper-Hyper, 
surely the hottest fashion store in Lon- 
don. Bought myself a suit,. .emptied our 
wallets and went back to the hotel for 
afternoon tea, scones and a nap. 


That night we met Pat and Ray Krafft of 
Lionheart Television (distributors of Doc- 
tor Who in the United States). Ray was 
there on business and wanted to take 
Joanne and me and the "winner" out, 
We had an incredible meal at Mr. 
Chows, a Chinese restaurant with a 
twist! After dinner, we went to a London 
gambling casino called the Palm and 
won back all the money we had spent 
so far! 

Wednesday June 11th: An incredible 
day started out with a “proper English 
breakfast" at our hotel (eggs, bangors, 
bacon. ..two inches wide, three times as 
long, mushrooms, baked beans, juice, 
coffee or tea and toast with mar- 
malade!). Joanne went shopping and 
to a museum. Vicki and I went to BBC 
Broadcasting House. Broadcasting 
House is one of the most respected 
radio stations in the world, providing 
over 25,000 hours per year of radio all 
over England, Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland. Vicki and I were inter- 
viewed by a lovedly lady named Tessa 
Shawl, a reporter for "The Women's 
Hour," which is an immensely popular 
program that has been on the air for 
forty years! A few days later, the inter- 
view was to be broadcast on the BBC 
radio airwaves. Knowing ail this, Vicki 
was a wreck! That is. until the 
microphone went in front of her face, 
wherein she transformed into a star! 
Talk about an ambassador for United 
Slates Doctor Who fans... she was 
wonderful (far better than !),

From there we caught the tube (sub- 
way) to BBC Special Effects Studios. We 
were escorted there by a lovely young 
woman, Susan Moore, who is a free 
lance proper designer and 
maker.. very talented lady. She in- 
troduced us to Matt Irvine, a multi- 
talented prop and set designer who 
has worked on hundreds and hun- 
dreds of shows including, of course. 
Doctor Who. BBC Visual Effects Studios 
moved from Television Centre in the 
late Seventies and is now located at 
250 Western Avenue. It is a huge com- 
plex that produces sets, designs and 
special effects for variety and light 
entertainment shows, drama plays and 
serials, science and features, childrens' 
programmes, musicals, arts, educa- 
tional and religious shows. They pro- 
duce everything for the Beeb: battle 
scenes, chemicals, electronics, explo- 
sions, fires, hydraulics and pneumatics, 
lasers, masks, models and miniatures, 
motion control, "museum" reproduc- 
tions, radio control, robots, sculptures, 
special effects filming, stun! co- 
ordination, underwater and diving, 
weather effects. ..get the picture? It was 
mind boggling! We saw demonstra- 
tions, an old K-9, discarded masks from 
Doctor Who, even some robots from the 
upcoming season. We took some 
great photographs, however, most of 
them we are not able to print due to 
BBC policy of not being able to print 
props until the program has been 
transmitted. Matt was super and we ex- 
tend our thanks for his time and energy. 
1 personally had no idea what an 
operation like BBC Special Effects 
wouid be like how grand and how pro- 
fessional it all was. I would love to go 
back some day. Also, a special thanks 
to Susan Moore for setting up the visit 
for us. It was a real ‘Turn on" for both 
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This Is the entrance into the Doctor Who Exhibition at 
Longleat House. Beautiful and well worth the voyage. 

Vicki and me. 

We grabbed a quick bite and were off 
to the “granddaddy of them all": BBC 
Television Centre. We met Joanne there 
at about 2:00 p,m. It's here we give a 
huge thank you to producer John 
Nathan-Tiirner for allowing us in the 
studio to share some of this upcoming 
season's secrets, The set was amazing 
with director Ron Jones pointing in fifty 
different directions to as many people 
Although Chad and I had been on the 
set during the shoot for “Revelation of 
the Daleks." it was still fantastic to see 
them work for an hour or so on just a 
couple of lines! T.V. monitors 
everywhere, microphones, caves, 
cables, lights.. a fantastic set for the 
twenty-third season entitled 'Trial of a 
Timelord," comprising fourteen 
episodes. We took a break with Colin 
and Nicola Bryant and met J N-T in the 
BBC actor's lounge. We bellied up to 
the bar with monsters and dancers, ac- 
tors and actresses, all on break (union 
stuff y'know). Bonnie Langford was on 
hand (the Doctor's new companion 
toward the end of the season, named 
Melanie]. She was watching and lear- 
ning about what will surely become a 
great part in her life, although not 
shooting yet. Then of all people to 
wander into the lounge was our old 
friend, Patrick Troughton, Of course, he's 
always full of fun and raised all kinds of 
havoc with Colin. It should be noted 
here that the weather in all of England 
was unusuaily beautiful. As you'll 
notice, we were sitting outside (during 
break] which no one presenl 
remembered EVER doing before! 

After the break, we went back into the 
studios for a while, then went out to din- 
ner at a marvelous Swiss restaurant 
with Patrick, Lots of fun and not too late 
of an evening (for a change)! 

Thursday, June 12th: Joanne and Vicki 
slept in and then went shopping at 
Marko and Spencers, Liberty, etc and 
had lunch downtown. I had a meeting 
with Lome Martin at BBC Enterprises in 
their beautiful new building. Mr. Martin 
is BBC’s licensing agent and we 
discussed new product ideas and 
plans for the future. He expressed his 
confidence that Doctor Who would 
continue beyond the next season, 
but,, .Who knows! I then took a cab oul 
to meet and interview Sydney Newman 
(see Interviewho this issue). I found Mr. 
Newman to be incredibly brilliant and 
quick, although he's never been given 
quite the proper credit by Doctor Who 
and the fans. Even in my very long In- 
terviewho column, I couldn't begin to 
cover it all. Afterwards, we had a nice 
lunch at a sidewalk cafe. I then took a 
cab back to the Vanderbilt and met 
Joanne and Vicki. We rented a car 
and set out for the ancient city of Bath, 


We had only gone a block or so when 
the girls realized their lives were in my 
hands. Remember, we were now driv- 
ing in London, one of the largest cities 
in the world, and I was trying to operate 
a car with the steering wheel on the 
RIGHT side of the car whiie all traffic 
moved on the LEFT side of the road! 
Completely disorienting and confus- 
ing: thousands of cars, honking, weav- 
ing, round-abouts. Scary business! We 
managed with a little excitement and 
were on our way. 

Friday the 13th! Spent the night at the 
Fernley Hotel located in a beautiful set- 
ting in the center of Bath. Bath's narrow 
winding streets, ancient Roman baths, 
museums, abbeys (several hundred 
years old). ..it was all so Gothic, yet 
modern, with tourists everywhere. After 
our “proper English breakfast,'' we took 
in Bath for a few hours and then set off 
for Longleat and the Doctor Who Ex- 
hibition. The last time I was in Lpngieat, 
there were 35,000 Doctor Who fans 
there. It was more beautiful than I 
remembered, longleat House was not 
quite the size of a castle, but grand 
nonetheless. The grounds are magnifi- 
ciently manicured, cattle roaming in 
the fields on one side of the river and 
a wild game preserve on the other 
(giraffes, lions, seals, etc.), The tour of 
Longleat House and the grounds is 
breathtaking and worth the trip. The 
Doctor Who Exhibition is very well done 
and a must for any fan. The Doctor Who 
Store was disappointing, however. Very 
pricy and not a lot of merchandise. Still, 
it was interesting seeing how the BBC 
markets and displays its merchandise 
and it made me even more proud of 
ours, As we toured the grounds we spot- 
ted the Marquess of Bath spraying 
weeds on his five thousand acre 
estate! Seemed odd, but you know the 
British and their gardens. 

On the way out, we stopped at the Bath 
Arms to get our bearings. We were 
about to embark on one of the most 
beautiful drives I've ever taken, We 
drove to Brighton on what's called the 
"B" roads [country roads). Winding 
through the English countryside can 
barely be described, Lovely rolling, 
green hills and pastures, medieval 
towns, very bucolic scenes and rarely 
did we have the luxury of two lanes on 
the road. We had some hair-raising ex- 
periences when we met the eight or 
ten cars (that was all we saw) coming 
from the other direction. The girls were 
a wreck and 1 was exhausted by the 
time we reached Brighton. However, if 
you have a strong heart and are a lit- 
tle bit foolish and adventuresome- 
take the "B" roads! 

We stayed at a nice hotel in Brighton 
called the Curzon: not too expensive 
and only one block from the beach. 
That night was an endless parade of 
tourists, locals and party-goers on the 
beach and on every street. It was wild. 
We finally found an Indian restaurant to 
eat at and spoke to a couple of locals 
who fold us where the hot spots were 
and all about the best of English rock 
groups. 

Saturday. June 14th: Got up early and 
had a “proper English breakfast'' at the 
hotel (as usual, excellent), J N-T was in 



town for location shooting of Doctor 
Who. Went to his place for lunch, then 
drinks later with Fiona Gumming and 
her husband Ian (who have a home on 
the beach. A day mostly of relaxing, 
chatting, more eating, listening to 
music and sun bathing with J N-T and 
Gary Downie, 

Sunday, June 15th: Another "proper 
English breakfast" and sun bathing at 
the beach. We were going to go shop- 
ping but this day turned out to be the 
hottest day in recorded history at 
Brighton! We had a light lunch with the 
locals at a marvelous pubfrestaurant 
called the White Horse inn and drove 
down to another incredible beach 
where they were shooting an episode 
of Doctor Who on location, I'm sure 
you've heard of the White Cliffs of 
Dover...this area was exactly the same, 
Steep white cliffs, chalk-like, with lots of 
caves. The episode they were shooting 
would be Nicola Bryant's last as Peri. 
She was real blue (sad) the whole day. 
The weather was so hot and everyone 
seemed somber. I felt bad for Nicola 
but worse for the fair-skinned Brits, who

eventually all blistered! The scene was 
of a planet called Thoros Beta. There 
would be no problem blotting out the 
sail boats and yachts in the water, as 
Special Effects would be coloring the 
water fushia anyway. The particular 
“take" we were observing was of the 
Doctor and Peri walking down the 
beach next to these enormous white 
cliffs, coming straight for the camera 
(which we were directly behind). It was 
really a thrill to be there. 

We left Brighton and headed back to 
London. Got caught up in a tremen- 
dous bicycle race made up of 27,000 
cyclists! Got back to London only to find 
ourselves totally lost! Bui soon found our 
way to our dinner date with Sheila and 
Patrick Troughton at their home! This 
may well have been the highlight of 
our trip (definitely the best meal we 
had), The Troughtons are very gracious 
and loveiy people We were all amaz- 
ed at Fbtrick's talent for painting. He ex- 
plained he's not really an artist but a 
copy painter: copies all the old 
masters of his choice, Brilliant. We had 
<a fabulous meal served to us and a 
super walk around the park directly 
behind their home. We walked their 
two labradors, Ben and Billy, through 
lovely gardens graced with over 300 
head of deer. The night was magic, 

Monday, June 16th: Our last full day. 
Joanne and I went shopping to make 
some final purchases for friends and 
family, Vicki stayed in her room so she 
could contact friends in Scotland. She 
had made arrangements to slay on for 
an extra few weeks and was going to 
spend it with some Scottish friends. 

That night we met and had a lovely 
dinner with Mary Tamm and her hus- 
band Marcus. Very nice people and a 
beautiful way to cap off our trip. 

Tuesday, June 17th: Time to pack and 
go to the airport. Our last "proper 
English breakfast" (we each gained 
ten pounds on this trip!) and, yes, one 
more shopping spree. We took the train 
and went out to Wimbledon. Manag- 
ed to buy some official Wimbledon t-

shirts (I collect t-shirts). 

It was really hard saying goodbye to 
Vicki. Originally, Joanne and I had 
hoped to spend half of the time with 
her and half by ourselves. However, be- 
ing with her was such a treat, we spent 
most of the time with her. 

Every part of our trip was sensational. 

I know this article was long, but I really 
wanted to share this with you. There 
was another winner from the previous 
year, Mark Caldera, but he was unable 
to attend as his obligations to the Arm- 
ed Forces prevented it. 

i would like to give my deepest 
gratitude to everyone mentioned in this 
article and everyone who made our 
trip to England very special. The trip 
itself was wonderful, but as usual it was 
the people who looked after us who 
made it perfect, 

Additionally, I would like you to 
remember that this is an annual affair. 

I encourage you to continue your 
membership in DWFCA and to recruit 
other Doctor Who fans.

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assistant to producer. She promptly 
quit her job to join me at BBC and 
teamed up with David Whitaker to 
go over the first script, 1 was then in 
charge of three separate depart’ 
ments: a Single Plays Department 
which also did opera, a Series 
Department which did one-hour 
programs.. .cop stuff and the like, 
and a third department called 
Serials which was under Donald 
Wilson. I asked Donald to hire Veri- 
ty, which he did and of course they 
got along very well. Verity was 
somewhat under the supervision of 
Donald, but it is Verity whom t give 
most of the credit for the success of 
“Who." Among other things she 
cast William Hartnell, Bill Russell, 
Jacqueline Hill and Carole Ann 
Ford. Then, we took a junior direc- 
tor, Waris Hussein, to direct the first 
show. He was very good, in fact, he 
now is one of the top directors 
working in America. He's won a 
couple of Emmys and, well anyway 
Verity got him to do our first story, 
with my approval of course 

From there, my role became less 
and less. Remember, I was in 
charge of hundreds of shows a 
year and Doctor Who was just a 
small part of my job. Of course I 
watched over and protected it, but 
I really credit Verity for the brilliant 
building that she did on the foun- 
dation of the show. It just went on 
and on. 

WT: How did you come up with a name 
for the series? * 

SN: Well, the name was quite obvious. 
I'm not even sure... I can't truly 
remember if it was me or Verity or 
Whitaker who named it. But, yes, it 
was obvious. I mean it had to be a 
respected, authorative title-type 
name, sir, professor, doctor, 
something like that. And, inasmuch 
as this eccentric senile old goat 
didn't even know who he was [or his 
own name), "who" was a noturol, 
simple as that. 

WT: You mentioned before that you 
hate "bug-eyed monsters." How 
then did the Daleks get into Doctor 
Who? 

SN: Well, that's a story unto itself, 
Remember, while I created Doctor 
Who, I really have to give most of 
the credit to the people l hired and 
to those who were hired by them, 
Other than my original memo of 
what the series was to be about 
and a few other things like not bor- 
ing the viewers with more than four 
to seven episodes, I had very little 
to do with the actual production. I 
couldn't, it would have been im- 
possible. t had, at that time, three 
departments, twenty-four pro- 
ducers, thirty-two story editors and 
about seventy directors to look 
after. It was a big operation, My 
main job was to defend the series. 
After four or five months, there was 
a terrific ground swell that Doctor 
Who was too horrific, The Daleks 
are a great example with their "ex- 
terminate, exterminate - destruct, 
destruct." Other department 
heads and some of the public felt 
it had a negative impact on the 
youth of Great Britain. Fortunately, 
most people loved it and I won 
most of my battles. 

But, yes... the Daleks. 1 very clearly 
stated in my very first memo that 
there were to be no "bug-eyed 
monsters." I hope you understand 
that with all the shows under me it 
would be impossible to read every 
script. However, I nearly came un- 
done when I turned on the televi- 
sion on that Saturday when the 
Daleks premiered. I immediately 


phoned Verity and (of course) I 
won't repeat here what I said, but 
in short I was angry and told her 
she shouldn't have done it, they 
were "bug-eyed monsters" and to 
see me in my office first thing Mon- 
day morning! Well, we went round 
and round because, obviously. 
Verity wouldn't have produced 
"The Daleks," if she didn't strongly 
believe in the concept. It was her 
contention that they were not "bug- 
eyed monsters" but were vastly 
superior humanoids whose bodies 
were possibly destroyed by a 
horrible war, whose brains had 
become so large that they 
needed to be encased by this fa n- 
tastic hardware Well, as ihe deed 
was done (they were already on 
the air) and there was absolutely 
nothing I could do about it, we let 
it be Of course within two to three 
weeks they became a wild rage in 
the U.K., enormously popular. 
Which goes hand-in-hand with my 
earlier statement that my real 
genius was to hire Verity. She was 
right and I was wrong. One has to 
recognize these types of things. 
While Terry Nation was brilliant in 
dreaming up the Dalek character, 
the real genius was in the actual 
production of the creatures and 
the direction of them. My hat goes 
off to Raymond Cusick who actual- 
ly designed and built the Daleks 
and, of course, to the director, 
Christopher Barry, who gave them 
those horrible metallic voices. They 
were one of the forerunners in 
robotic creatures (right up to 
R2-D2). I'm convinced that if we 
had not done the Daleks the way 
they were presented. Doctor Who 
would, by now, be a long forgotten 
series. 

WT: You left England in 1968 or 1969 
and have indicated you didn't 
have much to do with the program 
itself. Did you hove anything to do 

with choosing Pat Troughton as the 

second Doctor? 

SN : Yes, I'm proud to say I did. You see, 
Fa trick was a very serious actor 
and well known for the depth of his 
performance. He wasn't a flash in 
the pan, surfacy actor; it was all 
deep stuff. ! was very thrilled that 
we were able to get him, With Bill 
Hartnell gone (he was a wonderful 
actor) we were faced with the pro- 
blem of revising the Doctor while 
keeping the continuity of Doctor 
Who in place, Remember, this was 
the first regeneration and there 
would be some very important 
decisions to be made. One of the 
first disagreements we ran into was 
with Fdtrick and, I believe, it was 
the producer, Innes Lloyd. Innes 
wanted Troughton to play the rote 
exactly as Hartnell played it. 
Fdtrick didn't want to do that, he 
felt it just wasn't him. He wanted to 
play it with very little dialogue and 
be a bit more thoughtful. Well, 
when this came back to me, that 
Patrick was balking at the 
characterization, I catled a 
meeting between the producer 
and the director (Christopher 
Barry) and Fdt to talk the whole 
thing over. Finally, I said, 'Well, look, 
i have a brand new idea. Why 
don't we have Rat play it as a 
Charlie Chaplin type character. 
Play it as a hobo from outer 
space." Because, you see, the 
whole idea was that the Doctor 
couldn't get back home. He was a 
wanderer in space. And Pat 
caught on fine with the idea. Of 
course the scripts had to be 
altered somewhat, which prob- 
ably caused Gerry Davis some 
problems. But there we were with 
Troughton playing the Doctor total- 
ly different while keeping Doctor 
Who the same. 


WT: Twenty-three years later, what do 
you think of your baby, this thing 
you created. Doctor Who? 

SN: You might not like my answer! For 
while i'm impressed with the way 
the people in the TARDIS all care 
and do for each other, I think there 
are some things now missing. For 
one thing, I don't think it's nearly as 
much fun as it used to be. It's pure 
adventure for the sake of adven- 
ture. It doesn't say anything to me. 
It's not pertinent to anything... so 
much action without meaning. 
Mind you I don’t watch as much as 
1 used to. I've not been in the UK. 
much lately. But by nature (and by 
trade) 1 am somewhat critical and, 
as you asked... 

But, no. I think the Doctor has 
become too intelligent. Almost no 
problem is too great for him at any 
given moment. In the early years, 
Hartnell was senile with flashes of 
brilliance; Troughton was cutely in- 
telligent, again in flashes figuring 
out the problems in the nick of time 
Perhaps I'm wrong, obviously I am, 
it's still very popular world wide But 
I think every now and then you 
have to stretch the audience, test 
their thinking and imagina- 
tion. JAKE SOME CHANCES! We did 
a story once that comes to mind, 
called "The Celestial Toymaker." 
That was a real thought provoking 
story. Great for children. Doctor 
Who cannot become predictable 
because the viewers will become 
bored. Also, the new generation of 
English children probably do not 
know what a police box is, there 
are none left in England! That is a 
problem that should be address- 
ed. I think there will be some 
changes made there always have 
been. I'm not close enough to the 
situation to give you all the answers 
and if I were, I'm not almighty 
enough to say they would be the 
light solu lions. 

WT: Do you have any comment regar- 
ding Michael Grade's decision to 
postpone the show for eighteen 
months? 

SN: Not really, except that I knew his 
father Lesley and his uncle, lou 
Grade, and they were known os 
the Grade Organisation. They 
were one of the biggest theatrical 
agencies in England. Michael 
Grade was bom into this business 
and 1 am sure he knows what he's 
doing. No problem is too great to 
overcome in a successful, running 
series like Doctor Who and, I'm su re, 
he intends to work out any of those 
problems and make the series per- 
tinent and contemporary again, to 
his way of thinking. 

WT: Who do you work for now? What 
are you working on? 

SN: Well, I'm sixty-nine years old and no 
one wants an old goat like me on 
their payroll, No, I'm free lancing 
now. I'm about to go into produc- 
tion with an opera by Benjamin Bri- 
tain called "The Little Sweep" 
which is a charming one-hour 
opera that takes place during 
Dickens's period. ! don't know if you 
know Britain's music but the music 
is absolutely wonderful as is the 
story. And, secondly, my script 
writer has just completed a six-hour 
mime series about the Bloomsbury 
Group. You know Virginia Wolff, 
Leonard Wotff, John Maynard, an 
English group and anyway, I'm 
about to go into production. 


WT: Would you ever consider becom- 
ing involved again with Doctor 
Who in any capacity? 

SN: Well, t could use the money f
